HERE is sad news this week, and one 
genuinely hopes that it may be in- 
correct. According to a report pub- 

lished a few days ago, there are to be no more 
“ Westerns,” and the cowboys and galloping 
horses, which have delighted our young people 
for so many years, will soon, be things of the 
past. 

Since Tom Mix and his horse *‘ Tony ”’ first 
appeared on the screen there has been a con- 
tinuous stream of cowboy pictures. The more 
fastidious public knows little of them, except 
by repute; for they are too ingenuous to find 
a place on the programmes of the larger 
cinemas. They are like the detective stories, 
indeed, in that their plots are an endless varia- 
tion on the same theme; one could almost say 
that the more each ‘‘ Western ” resembles its 
predecessors the better chance it has of suc- 
cess. Sinister doings on the old ranch, 
attractive maidens in .awkward or perilous 
situations, the villain, the Sheriff, the daring 
young cowboy, and the final race that saves 
the situation in the nick of time—all these 
elements are to be found in every good 
“ Western.” Ken Maynard, George O’Brien 
and Tim McCoy may be unknown to the more 
sophisticated, but to thousands of boys their 
names mean far more than those of Greta 
Garbo or Charles Laughton. 

Now, however, it is said that their day is 
over, and a type of film that found its 
apotheosis in ‘‘ The Covered Wagon’ is 
vanishing. Fifteen years ago one studio 
(Universal) was producing forty cowboy 
pictures simultaneously, and had signed. a 
contract with Tom Mix for 10,000 dollars a 
week, with percentages that brought his earn- 
ings to £3,000 a week—the highest salary that 
has ever been paid to a film star. Now the 
same studio has only one horseman, Ken 
Maynard. Mix has joined a circus, George 
O’Brien and Tim McCoy have retired, Hoot 
Gibson and Buck Jones have faded into 
obsourity, scores of unemployed cowboys hang 
around the studios vainly looking for work, 
any many others have given up the search 
altogether. 

The disappearance of the cowboy film (if it 
is to disappear) is a more serious matter than 
might be realised. With all its crudities, it 
was an essentially healthy thing, and satisfied 
the child’s thirst for adventure and romance 
in a clean and vigorous way. Children demand 
action on the screen, and if it is denied to 
them in one way they will turn to another. 
Perhaps, the decline of the gg picture 
means that they have turned of their own 
accord, and that the ugly treacheries of the 
gangsters are becoming more acceptable to 
them than the chivalry of the “ Western,” 
One can only hope that this is not the case,

The Corinthian picture, *“‘ The Ship of 
Wanted Men,” is quite a lively piece of 
action, in which the principal claim to atten- 
tion is the adventures of «= girl who finds 
herself on a ship that is sailing to an un- 
charted island in the Pacific, manned by six 
desperate criminals. Preston Foster and 
Evalyn Knapp also appear in “ Double Ex- 
posure.” 

‘‘ Britannia of Billingsgate,”® at the Grand 
Central, is a comedy dealing with a fish- 
seller who becomes a film star. Violet Loraine 
and Gordon Harker appear in the cast, the 
latter beiag good, as usual. ‘‘ Polar Perils,”” 
in which life among the Eskimos is dealt 
with, is also being shown. 

The Pavilion, Dun Laoghaire, is showing 
Laurel and Hardy’s “ Fra Diavolo” through. 
out the week, a picture that shows the two 
comedians in an unfamiliar setting, but which 
is quite as good as anything else they have 
done. There also is the coloured Silly 
Symphony, ‘‘ Babes in the Wood.” A word 
of praise is due to the Pavilion for its policy 
of showing better-class pictures shortly after 
their first appearance in Dublin; w policy 
that is very suitab]l. for a suburban audience, 
and which certainly is meeting with success 
here.
